An eighth candidate, Thomas 
Tice, had dropped out of the race at 
the last minute. Tice announced on 
the Thursday before election that his 
company, BBT engineering of Yorba 
Linda, had possible plans to send hin 
to Arabia. Tice was fourth highest 
vote-getter with a total of 180 votes. 

Cromwell told a Star reporter 
early this week that he found 
election results ‘‘gratifying.”’ “‘I'm 
pleased that a majority of my friends 
and neighbors have placed their 


faith in me once again,"’ stated the 
newly elected trustee. 

‘I feel excited yet humbled to be 
able to have the opportunity to serve 
and represent the Yorba Linda 
citizens on our elementary school 
board. I will try to look at each issue 
as it arises, making an honest and 
fair decision for all. I will do my best 
with the help of God to represent the 
taxpayers, parents, students and 
teachers in the district."’ 

Incumbent, Gerald Rost, outlined 
for the Star the future of the district 
as he sees it. ‘I think we've got a 
couple of things of importance 


coming up in the district. One thing 
is unification. Since a majority of the 
board has gone for annexation, the 
thing to do now is to see if it can be 
implemented. We are hoping for a 
mutual decision--I'd like to see a 
decision by the other boards 
involved (Fullerton and Placentia) 
sometime in the next six month 
period.”’ 

“I'm going to support getting the 
annexation move to a vote of the 
peopie,”’ the incumbent declared, 
“either one of the two alternatives, 
annexation or unification, are better 
than the present arrangement." 


The other thing that Rost looks 
forward to is opening of the new 
Linda Vista school. “‘I'm very 
hopeful that Linda Vista will be 
ready to open in the Fall,’’ he 
commented, **‘Construction is going 
along on schedule--we give thanks to 
the administration, architect and 
builder for that." 

Also in the area of building, Rost 
expects the board to be looking at 
school expansions to meet com- 
munity needs. *‘The board will be 
working on an addition to the Rose 
Drive school very soon,"’ Rost 
predicted. He also mentioned the

Tax Override Slated Here 


Yorba Lindans will vote on a tax 
ovegt “ve on May 27, 1975. Mandated 
by rising costs of education, the May 
election will decide whether the local 
school district taxes go up 87c or stay 
at the current $2.37 per $100 
assessed valuation. 

The override election received a 
unanimous vote of four local school 
board trustees at a recent meeting. 

‘‘There was no question about the 
need for asking for an override,’’ 
reported board president Gerald 
Rost,’’ the only question was how 
much.”” 

**We reviewed the school finances 
for the next two years, and saw that 
it would be difficult to continue 
existing programs at the present tax 
rate.”’ 

**We’ve been running a ‘no frills’ 
school arrangement,’’ he continued, 


**we were benefited by senate bill 90 
which has reduced the tax rate. As a 
result we have paid substantially 
lower taxes during the last couple of 
years. We’re asking the public to 
bring it back up to where it was some 
years ago.”’ 


According to Rost the hike is 
needed to pay competitive teachers’ 
salaries and to operate the program 
currently running in local schools. 
The hike would also help finance 
opening and staffing expenses 
incurred when Linda Vista opens in 
the Fall. 

Without the increased revenue, 
the district faces cuts in either 
classroom projects or personnel. 

At present the district's general 
tax rate is 41 cents below the county 
average. The local district is also 


plagued with low assessed valua- 
tion---recent figures show that the 
biggest assessed valuation per pupil 
in Yorba Linda was $17,070; the 
average county assessed valuation 
per pupil was $22,717. 

Also, the amount of money spent 
per student in the 73-1974 year in the 
county averages $936; in Yorba 
Linda the dollars spent per student 
during the same year added up to 
$849. According to Rost only 
one other Orange County elemen- 
tary school district has had lower 
expenditures--Huntington Beach. 
Some districts, he noted, spent over 
$1,000 per student in 1973-1974. 

‘*We want this tax election to last 
us at least two or three years,’’ Rost 
stated. 

Yorba Lindans last tax override 
election was in 1969; it failed to pass.

Vote Of Confidence 


In a poor voter turnout of less than 
22 per cent, the three incumbents of 
the Placentia Unified Schoo! District 
were resoundingly given a vote of 
confidence in the March 4 tally. 

Returned to their seats were 
Board President Jean Pappas; Vice 
President Dr. William Yates and 
Clerk Salvador Zavala. 

Their votes received from a 
maximum of 5,209 ballots cast were 
3,236 for Dr. Yates; 3,157 for Mrs. 
Pappas and 2.484 for Zavala. 

An Anaheim slate of three 
contenders for the three board seats 
James R. Jamieson, Milfred F. 
Smith and Jack Manos tallied next 
highest in the vote tabulations. 

Jamieson received 1,457 votes; 
Smith 1,149 and Manos 773. 

The trio, which had exerted 
leadership in the attempted 
deannexation of the Rio Vista 
Elementary School from PUSD into 
the Anaheim city school systems, 
also came out against the $20 million 
school construction bonds, which 
lost by 66 votes. 

The winning incumbents strongly 
backed the bond issue, considered 
by them as crucial to the district.

PUSD Sets Bond Election 


School) 


The Placentia Unified School 
District Board of Trustees, after long 
discussion in a_ specially-called 
meeting Thursday night, voted 
unanimously to return the $20 
million school building bond issue to 
the public, after it lost in its search 
for two-thirds approval on March 4, 
by 66 votes. 

The election is scheduled for May 
27, 

The disappointing tally on March 
4, which came so close to success, 
found less than 22 per cent of the 
voters reporting to the polls. 

The May 27 effort will be a quick 
attempt to add at least 67 votes to the 
yes ledger in an effort to stave off a 
collapse of the state-supported 
school building efforts over the 34 
square mile school district. 

Administrative staff at the 
meeting further pointed out that 
failure to approve the measure in the 
next effort, could eventually mean a 
raise in taxes if the board is forced to 
seek funding from some source 
other than the state supported 
program, which funneled in an 
additional $2,400,000 in state money 
last year. 


Superintendent of Schools, John 
Tynes, told the board: *‘I would like 
to go on May 27 primarily for two 
reasons. One is we're going to need 
the money to build the schools and 
second I think we owe it to the public 
to let them know that under these 
circumstances, we will not be in the 
state school building program next 
year because we will not have the 
maximum bonded indebtedness 
required to qualify.”’ 

Tynes warned that a rejection of 
the bonds a second time, could 
eventually force a raise in the tax 
base. 

Concerning the immediacy of the 
need and selecting a date for the 
election both Board President Jean 
Pappas and Trustee John Balducci 
advised against letting school 
crowding become critical before 
another election is called. 


Tynes advised that the district is 
already inching into crowded 
conditions and that more building is 
on the immediate horizon. 

*“‘Shapell has 191 units they are 
building.

Fairmont to Orchard. So we're 
already in this situation now.” 
Total votes cast in the bond 
election were 3,383 for the $20 
million in bonds and 1,790 against. 


Bigonger, Others In 
Bid For New Offices 


The Yorba Linda Planning 
Commission Monday night ap- 
proved issuance of a conditional use 
permit for the construction of. a 
complex of professional offices. The 
landscaped building will be located 
on Lakeview just north of the new 
Patton Plaza shopping center now 
under construction at the corner of 
Yorba Linda Boulevard and 
Lakeview. 


Attorney-at-law Roland Bigonger, 
one of four local professional men 
who have formed a partnership to 
build the complex, announced that 
the center was projected to include 
lawyer's, appraiser's, dentist's, 
orthodontist’s, optometrist’s, and 
CPA's offices. 

Designed by the same architect as 


Patton Plaza, the complex is meant 
to fit in with shopping center stores. 
A conditional use permit was 
required since it will be built within 
the Yorba Linda Civic Center 
Overlay area. 

The center, to consist at first of 
two attached buildings, provides for 
later construction of an addition to 
one building and a third non- 
connected building, according to 
demand for office space. 

**We feel that Yorba Linda needs 
a professional office building,”’ 
Bigonger told commissioners. ‘‘The 
first phase,"’ he noted, ‘‘will be 


two-thirds owner-occupied."’ 

Other partners in the enterprise 
are Quentin P. Goodman, DDS: 
Raymond J. Metzger, and Dr. Bob 
Meador. 


Amnesty Supporters 
Gather At Nixon Park

Nearly 60 supporters of uncondi- 
tional amnesty for Vietnam war draft 
resistors gathered at Richard M. 
Nixon park Sunday. 

Speaking at the rally were retired 
USMC Colonel Edison Miller and 
Jeff Dietrich of Catholic Worker 
Halfway House in Los Angeles. 
Another purpose of the rally was to 
celebrate the 28th birthday of Bob 
Funk, son of Lorna and Bob Funk of 
Fullerton, who went to Canada five 
years ago. 

Miller, who spent five and 
one-half years as a P.O.W. in North 
Vietnam, felt the ‘‘need for amnesty 
is growing, if anything. The 
government is obviously trying to 
ignore this issue. It doesn't want 
publicity because the American 
people are coming around to the 
belief that unconditional amnesty is 
the only solution,’’ he said. 

Even while fighting in Vietnam, 
Miller thought the war was, ‘‘a little 
bit illegal. It was a violation of the 
Constitution and of international 
law."’ But, according to Miller, he 
chose to ignore this because he was a 
career Marine. 

Miller now says that ‘‘Amnesty is 
not a separate issue. We must 
realize our country made a mistake. 
The involvement was wrong. That 
alone should be the basis for 
unconditional amnesty for those 
who've been forced out of our 
society because of their beliefs,’’ he 
said. 

Dietrich rejected amnesty, be- 
cause amnesty, like amnesia, means 
to forget. Saying that he could not 
forget the dead and injured, or the 
money “‘wasted"’, he proposed that 
“The deeper meaning of amnesty 
must be reconciliation with God, 
with our fellow man, with the poor 
and with the people of Vietnam,"’ he 
said. 


Taxes, said Dietrich, are an issue 
that no one wishes to confront. But, 
“Unless we want this carnage to 
continue, we have to say no to these 
taxes. We have to say no to our 
government. We have to sayno to 
ourselves,’* he said. rs 

Sheldon Maram, a California 
State University at Fullerton history 
professor, suggested that everyone 
present send letters to their 
Congressmen, urging passage of 
bills enacting unconditional am- 
nesty. 

Louis Velasquez, a Vietnam 
veteran said ‘‘The only time we will 
have peace is when we learn to honor 
those who refuse to __fight.’’ 
Velasquez suggested that Bob Funk 
be given a hero's welcome when he 
returns home. 

Funk went to Vancouver after 
receiving his induction notice five 
years ago last Christmas. According 
to his parents, Funk lost his student 
deferment after leaving the 
University of California at Santa 
Barbara to become involved in Open 
World League, an_ organization 
devoted to increasing communica- 
tion between Congress and the 
American people. 


Before he left, Bob Funk sent his 
parents a card. In it he said he 
“wasn't sure what he was doing was 
right, but that if he went into the 
Army at this time, it would be 
worse,"’ Mrs. Funk said. 

The Funks have been told by their 
attorney that all draft evasion 
charges against their son have been 
dropped. However, it may take 90 
days for the indictment to be 
cancelled. 

Funk is secretary-treasurer of the 
Unconditional Amnesty Committee 
of Orange County. He served in the 
U.S. Navy during the Second World 
War.

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For Kite Flyers Here 


Windy spring days, just 
right for kite flying, mean 
plenty of fun for both 
youngsters and adults--if a 
few safety precautions are 
taken, Southern California 
Edison Company suggests. 

The electric utility is 
distributing several hun- 
dred thousand ‘Kite Fun 
Books"’ describing safety 
rules as well as tips on how 
to make kites. The kite 
books are being distributed 
to school youngsters 
throughout Edison's ser- 
vice territory. 

Again this year, Edison is 
reminding kite buffs never 
to fly a kite that is made with 
metallic material. A com- 
pany spokesman said that a 
new type of long kite 
introduced last year is 
covered with an aluminum 
coating making it highly 
dangerous if it comes into 
contact with electric lines. 

The key safety rule 
suggested in the booklet is 
that people never fly kites 
near electric power lines or 
during stormy weather. 


Other safety suggestions 
are: 

1. Don't cross streets or 
highways while flying kites. 


2. Don't fly a kite with 
metal in the frame or tail. 


3. Don't use tinsel, wire, 
or twine with metal in it. 


Don't fly a kite over TV or 
radio antennas.

Earthquake Safety Measures Told 


With increasing attention 
being given in many parts of 
the country to the need for 
better preparedness for 
earthquake disasters, the 
American Red Cross 
Orange County Chapter 
today made available a list 
of guidelines intended to 
lessen the danger to 
residents in case a disaster 
of this type strikes here. 

The earthquake safety 
tips were released by Dave 
Thorne, director of Disaster 
Preparedness and Relief as 
a step in the chapter's 
planning for disaster pre- 
paredness. ‘‘Orange Coun- 
ty has 3 earthquake faults 
running through it’’, he 
reported. ‘‘The Norwalk 
fault, the Newport-Ingle- 
wood fault, and _ the 
Cristianitos fault."’ 

“The list of safety 
suggestions was compiled 
by earthquake specialists at 
the U.S. Geological Survey 
and was based on actual 
experience in many earth- 
quake disasters,’ Thorne 
said. 

Before the Emergency: 

1. have adequate emer- 
gency supplies on hand 
such as a battery-operated 
flashlight with extra batter- 
ies, a complete first Aid kit 
with at least one person of 
the family trained in first 
aid, blankets or sleeping 
bags, a battery radio and 
other supplies considered 
necessary. 

2. Have planning ses- 
sions with your family on 


+ what to do in emergencies. 


During the Shaking: 

1. Don't panic. The 
motion is frightening but 
unless it shakes something 
down on top of you, it is 
harmless. The earth does 
not yawn open, gulp down a 
neighborhood and slam 
shut. Keep calm and ride it 
out. 

2. If it catches you 
indoors, stay indoors. Take 
cover under a desk, table, 
bench or in doorways, halls 
and against inside walls. 
Stay away from glass. 

3. Don't use candles, 
matches or other open 
flames, either during or 
after the tremor. Douse all 
fires. 

4. If the earthquake 
catches you outside, move 
away from buildings and 
utility wires. Once in the 
open, stay there until the 
shaking stops. 

5. Don't run through or 
near buildings. The great- 
est danger from falling 
debris is just outside 
doorways and close to outer 
walls. 

6. If you are in a moving 
car, stop as quickly as safety 
permits, but stay in the 
vehicle. A car is an excellent 
seismometer and will jiggle 
fearsomely on its springs 
during the earthquake, but 
it is a good place to stay 
until the shaking stops. 
After the Shaking: 

1. Check your utilities, 
but do not turn them on. 
Earth movement may have 
cracked water, gas and 
electrical conduits. 


2. If you smell gas, open 
windows and shut off the 
main valve. Then leave the 


building and report gas 
leakage to authorities. 
Don't reenter the house 


until a utility official says it 
is safe. 

3. If water pipes are 
damaged, shut off the suply 
at the main valve. 

4. If electrical wiring is 
shorting out, shut off 
current at the main meter 
box. 

5. Turn on your radio or 
television (if conditions 
permit) to get the latest 
emergency bulletins. 

6 Stay off the telephone 
except to report an 
emergency. 

7. Don't go sight-seeing. 

8. Stay out of severely 
damaged buildings; after- 
shocks can shake them 
down. 

Officials of the Geological 
Survey also reminded resi- 


dents of ocean coastal 
areas, especially Pacific 
Coast communities, that 


tsunamis or so-called ‘‘tidal 
waves’’ are sometime 
generated by earthquakes 
that occur under or adjacent 
to oceans. They listed these 
suggestions for coastal 
residents: 

1. All earthquakes do not 
cause tsunamis, but many 
do. When you hear that an 
earthquake has occurred, 
stand by for a tsunami 
emergency. 

2. An earthquake in your 
area is a natural tsunami 
warning. Do not stay in 


low-lying coastal areas after 
a local earthquake. 

3. A tsunami is not a 
single wave, but a series of 
waves. Stay out of danger 
areas until an ‘‘all-clear”’ is 
issued by competent au- 
thorities. 

4. Approaching tsunamis 
are sometimes heralded by 
a noticeable rise or fall of 
coastal water. This is 
nature’s tsunami warning 
and should be heeded. 

5. A small tsunami at one 
beach can be a giant a few 
miles away. Don't let the 
modest size of one make you 
lose respect for all. 

6. The National Tsunami 
Warning Center does not 
issue false alarms. When a 
warning is issued, a 
tsunami exists. The tsuna- 
mi of May 1960 killed 61 in 
Hilo, Hawaii, who thought 
it was ‘‘just a false alarm’’. 

7. All tsunamis--like 
hurricanes--are potentially 
dangerous, even though 
they may not damage every 
coastline they strike. 

8. Never go down to the 
beach to watch for a 
tsunami. When you can see 
the wave you are too close to 
escape it. 


9. Sooner or later, 
tsunamis visit every coast- 
line in the Pacific. Warn- 
ings apply to you if you live 
in any Pacific cvastal area. 

10. During a tsunami 
emergency, stay tuned to 
your radio or television 
stations for bulletins that 
could help save your life!

My wife likes to compare 
the City Council of Placentia 
to the little boy who fell in 
the muddy ditch and 
wherever he goes he leaves 
a messy trail. Now a kid who 
falls in a ditch is many times 
a great kid; really lovable 
but he just can't stay out of 
trouble. The City Council is 
a lot like that. Their most 
recent problems consist of 
labor relations, soaring 
legal fees, high electric bills 
and a hunger for land that is 
unexplainable. 

Last month the Placentia 
Fire Department employees 
asked the City of Placentia 
to study contracting fire 
services from the County. In 
other words, “our local 
firemen would rather work 
for the County of Orange 
than for the City of 
Placentia. I feel a lot of 
sympathy for them. 

About two years ago the 
City adopted a new 8 hour a 
day system for all the Fire 
Department employees. 
Firefighters hated the new 
system to the extent that an 
estimated 75 per cent 
resigned and the rest are 
fighting the City in Court. 

Since then, our City 
Council has O.K.'d_ pay- 
ment of over $70,000 in 
legal fees and expenses to 
fight the spirited fire- 
fighters in court. What a 
waste! After all, what do the 
firemen really want? They 

just want to operate as the 
majority of Fire Depart- 
ments do _ across the 
country. 

It seems to me that the 
time has come for our City 
Council to take another 
good hard look at the Fire 
Department situation and 
consider a return to the old 
tried and proven system. If 
75% of my employees 
resigned I'd have to take 
another look at my opera- 
tion or be out of business. | 
think this holds true for 
most businesses. 


You know if the Public 
Employee Collective Bar- 
gaining and right to strike 
bill in the California 
Legislature is passed; the 
handwriting will be on the 
wall. Whether we like it or 
not, the firemen will win out 
on this issue of which 
system to use. 

Frankly, I don’t think we 
should wait for that to 
happen. Surely the Fire 
Department personnel 
would be reasonable in 
other negotiations, includ- 
ing dropping the lawsuit, if 
they won the major 
concession of returning to 
the old and proven system, 
It seems to me our City 
Council has an opportunity 
to show real leadership in 
this difficult area. 

The amazing part of this 
Fire Department scene is 
that the League of Cities 
actually presented City 
Manager Ed Powell with an 
award for his innovative 
work in instituting the new 
system in Placentia. I don’t 
think its the kind of an 
award that the taxpayers 
would give him, if they had 
the opportunity. 

Electric Bills 

The least of the City’s 
problems are the high 
electric bills. In December 
the bill for the whole Civic 
Center Complex was $4,363 
in January it was $4,236 for 
30 days. The fancy foun- 
tains that operate almost 
continuously must add a lot 
to the bill. The price of 
beauty is high and so is the 
energy to run it.
